State EOC Activation Level
Level lll — Active Emergency Conditions — A situation has occurred requiring limited activation of
the emergency operations center.

Description of Incident

A severe winter storm system moved through the state dumping heavy snow and freezing rain
across most of Indiana. Up to 13 inches of snow and 1 inch of ice reported across central and
southern Indiana causing power outages and transportation issues. School systems and county
government offices across most of the southern 2/3 of the state were closed. Numerous traffic
accidents and hundreds of road closures were reported. Roads in many areas were impassable.

Health, Safety and Security
Confirmed Three fatalities have been confirmed. A Marengo woman (Crawford

Fatalities: County) was killed in a weather-related traffic accident. A resident of
Jackson County died while shoveling snow. A Daviess County resident
died due to a heart attack while shoveling snow

Current Situation

Road conditions continue to be an issue as winds produce drifting snow in the north and
northeast central part of the state. Several state and county roads are snow covered and slick.
Hoosiers are reminded to be cautious when traveling.

Power outages continue to be a problem in southern Indiana. Crews report it may be several
more days before full power is restored.

Indiana Department of Natural Resources sawyer crews are working on debris removal in Perry
and Crawford counties. 2 2-man crews to Perry County. 2 2-man crews to Crawford. Indiana
Dept. of Correction provided a 4 man team to each county to assist.

Clark County and Floyd County have each reported 2 carbon monoxide related-injuries caused
by improper generator use.
